I ran into the Society’s website while 
searching for information on a Magic 
Lantern that I recently purchased at 
Auction. I know very little about 
magic lanterns but I am facinated with 
what I have found so far and would 
like to restore my projector to operating 
condition. I am hoping you can point 
me in the right direction. The projector 
I have was made by William Hume 

and I believe it is missing a few parts, 
the slide changer and possibly a tin 
pipe that attaches to what appears to 

be a smokestack.... Attached you will 
find pictures of the projector. The 

vital item which I have not been able 

to find is the Slide Carrier that fits the 
projector. There is a slot that measures 
14cm by | 3/4cm, aproximately, and 
pictures of similar projectors that I have 
found on the web show that the correct 
slide fits exactly into the slot. I have 
found various carriers or Changers, 

but they all appear to be much smaller. 
Moreover, the projector came with 

an additional lens which I have not 
been able to find a place for on the 
machine... I have read that modern 
enthusiasts are now using LED lights to

Hello Alberto 


Thank you for contacting us. Actually, what you 
have is not a magic lantern. It is William Hume’s 
Cantilever Horizontal Enlarger (see small picture 
attached). The slot is for 1/4 plate negatives that 
have to be printed on paper. It would have been 
used in a photographic studio. More info (though 
not much) can be found by Googling “William 
Hume Scientific”, which will direct you to the 
Edinburgh photographic Society web site. It has 
only one gas tube connection for its burner, so it 
was probably used with ‘town gas’, the coal gas 
supplied to Victorian homes for heating, lighting 
etc. I’m not sure if there is anything missing, 

but the top of the chimney is different from the 
shape shown in the advert, so you may have a 
replacement from something else there. 


You may be able to use it for projecting slides, but 
a standard slide carrier would not fit in that width 
slot, I think, unless you can find a very narrow 
carrier, such as a metal one. Even then I’m not 
sure about how successful it would be at focusing 
on a large screen. 


What you have is, nevertheless, interesting and 
probably quite rare.

They wonder 
if it is the Chinese Dance from the 
Nutcracker suite by Tchaikovsky, first 
performed in 1892. It measures exactly 
9 cm x 12cm, which is about 3 1/2” x 
4 3/4”, so not a regular slide format, so 
it would appear to have originated in 

a country that uses the metric system. 
They wonder if it might be Russian, 
since the composer was. It is a single 
glass without cover glass. Does anyone 
have any comments or suggestions?

Tyler made some nice lanterns - good to 
have! 


Actually, having a sheet of uncut slides 
is rather rarer than having the set of Dick 
Whittington slides. It might be better 

to acquire a set of Dick Whittington 
slides and keep the uncut sheet. If you 
want ‘blank’ slides, the simplest way is 
probably to get heat damaged or other 
unwanted slides and scrape the images 
off, clean them thoroughly (put them in 
the dishwasher perhaps) and then you 
have lovely clean original glasses for 
your images.

In the years of silent cinema, lantern slides 
were used primarily to announce coming 
attractions, advertise products and services, 
and to entertain the audience while film 
reels were being changed on the projector. 
It also served as an emergency pacifier 
whenever the film broke or caught on fire 
(really! —early nitrate film was highly 


combustible).

As you know, my interest in 
photographic lantern slides 

led me to join more specific 
societies interested in antique 
photography such as The 
Daguerreian Society, National 
Stereoscopic Association, etc.

Ann, were dispersing. 


I was thrilled when I learned it was the 
estate of Harvey Zucker, whose NYC 
bookstore, A Photographer’s Place, 

was legendary to people interested in 
photography. So, I drove up to NYC and 
parked on a street of old townhouses 

in lower Manhattan where I found the

Dear Society Members, 

I stumbled upon a collection of color 
magic lantern slides that, based on the 
subjects, dated to around 1910. The 
slides had only the gold-lettered name, 
“WERNER FETZ", and a number on 
them. Nothing else.

address, where 
Zucker had lived 
above his shop, 
walked up the stone 
steps flanking the 
former store, now 
featuring lingerie I 
noted, and signaled 
for the decrepit 
elevator that ended 
up taking me to 
one of the most 
pleasant “picking” 
experiences in my 
antiquing career. 


For there were 
thousands of lantern 
slides and I think 

I bought them all, 
thankful that I’d 
brought along a 


hand truck to cart them back out to my van. It 
turned out to be quite an eclectic collection-- 
the vast majority I thought quite worthless as I 
dug through the boxes for several days after I 
returned home. 


However, there were a few that went into my 
collection and enough Keystones, from a History 
Set in particular, and others that I sold enough 

at my Capitol Hill flea market (The Flea Market 
at Eastern Market, easternmarket.net) where my 
son manages my former stand and my company, 


the outdoor market itself. I sold enough 
to cover my expenses and make a small 
profit. 


But, for all these years, I saved only 

one set of slides that intrigued me--a 
dovetailed wood slide box full of slides 
bearing the masks of “WERNER FETZ” 
as described in our recent newsletter 
inquiry seeking more information about 
the maker. 


Like the inquirer, I remember doing 
some web research at the time and was 
able to find that Sotheby’s Auction had 
recently sold some slides by Lewis 
Hine, a muckraker famous for his work 
documenting child labor conditions in 
the early 20th Century. Some of those 
slides also bore the Fetz mask and it 
turned out that both Hine and Fetz, also 
a photographer, had taught photography 
courses together in NYC. 


Having stashed the Fetz slides away to do 
more research, just last week I looked at 
them again and decided to put the lot in 
inventory with the intention of bringing 
what’s left, along with the original dove 
tailed box, to sell at our convention next 
month. My set was smaller than those 
described in the letter to the society.

research that Fetz was a Swiss immigrant 
and I think my slides, a mostly numbered 
group of about 120, were from a personal 


trip back home--but one that showed 
a broad interest, including some early 
aviation and ballooning, railroads, and 
other transportation, mountaineering 
and portraiture--all with a professional
